Newspapers  are  free  of  postage 
to  subscribers  in  every  part  of  the  county 
where  published,  except  thorn  deposited  in 
or  sent  by  mail  to  a  “  letter  CarrUr't  of¬ 
fice”  for  delivery.  The  only  exception  in 
Essex  County  will  therefore  be  those  sent 
to  Remark.  Such,  if  issoed  more  fre¬ 
quently  than  weekly,  must  have  a  one 
cent  stamp  on.  IPasAffos,  sent  to  Newark 
—it  being  a  “Letur  Carrier  s”  offlee — 
moat  be  prepaid  the  same  as  those  sent 
beyond  the  county. 

We  eli  all  therefore  be  obliged,  ondei 
this  law,  to  prepay  the  postage,  at  the  rate 
of  two  centa  a  pouad,  on  all  papers  to  sub¬ 
scribers,  one  copy  to  each,  in  Newark  and 
elsewhere  Ibeyond  the  County  of  Emex.

“  THE  FEES  DENT'S  IE8IALE 
||ThD  important  document  was  delivered 
to  Congress  and  read  in  both  bouses  on 
Monday.  It  appeared  the  next  morning  in 
moat  ei  the  daily  paper*  throughout  the 
country.  It  b»s  doubtless  been  generally 
conned  and  more  or  leas  commented  on  in 
a  majority  of  the  home*  of  this  free  and 
happy  land. 

At  wa  hoped  and  predicted  President 
Grant  has  evinced,  in  this  mesaege,  more  ol 
hia  natural  independence  of  judgment 
than  in  any  former  one.  Hia  loog  ex  peri 
ence  and  accurate  observation  have  quali¬ 
fied  him  to  form  opinions  on  all  the  great 
questions  ot  interest  to  the  country.  It  is 
no  presumption  in  tbs  President  to  express 
his  judgment  an  points  where  the  great 
minds  of  the  nation  differ.  Ha  ahould  be 
the  most  competent  advisor  in  all  the 
land.  He  evidently  ieels  his  responsibili¬ 
ty  and  does  not  hesitate  to  avow  hie  con 
vlctioas.  Bla  sentiments  sre  clearly  stat¬ 
ed,  and  where  necessary  are  supported  t>y 
brief  bat  cogent  reasoniog. 

JJOn  the  Finance  question  his  views, 
hitherto  made  known,  have  undergone  no 
ehange,  but  he  expresses  them  now  with 
mors  confidence  and  emphasis.  He  would 
have  no  repudiation,  no  inflation  of  legal 
tender  notes  but  n  speedy  return  to  specie 
psymentt,  the  method  for  which  ho  thinks 
should  he  determined  by  Congress  without 
dtloy. 

The  President  says:  “I  believe  it  is  in 
the  power  of  Congress  at  this  session  to 
devise  such  legislation  as  will  renew  eonfl 
donee  revive  all  tho  iadustriea,  start  us  on 
a  career  of  prosperity,  to  last  for  many 
years,  sad  to  save  the  credit  of  the  nation 
and  ot  Uie  people.” 

And  again :  "  If  seems  to  me  that  noth¬ 
ing  it  clearer  than  that  the  greater  part  of 
the  harden  ot  existing  prostration  for  the 
want  of  s  sound  financial  system  fall* 
upon  the  working  man,  who  most,  after 
all.  produce  the  wealth,  and  upon  the 
aalanad  man,  who  superintends  and  con¬ 
ducts  business.  The  burden  tails  upon 
them  is  two  ways— by  the  deprivation  of 
employment  and  by  the  decreased  purnhaa 
lag  power  of  their  salaries.”

TRAVEL. 

■AN  LAZZARO  AT  VXHICU. 

For  days  we  had  been  basking  unite)  a 
true  Italian  suu,  enjoying  its  genial 
warmth,  now  and  then  going  into  sotnc 
church  to  look  at  s  rich  work  of  art,  or 
resorting  to  the  Piazx-i  8«u  Marco  for  a 
promenade,  or  an  ice  at  Fiorina's.  Many 
times  as  we  glided  under  that  Bridge  of 
Sighs,  or  stood  gazing  at  the  ones  proud 
winged  Lion  of  Veuico,  or  turning  and 
looking  over  the  qjiet  Lagoou,  with  its 
glass  like  surface,  icflvcting  tho  ever- 
changing  clouds,  did  we  think  of  those 
tints  which  give  the  full  idea  of  this  lairy 
land : 

*•  Those  days  sre  gou«  but  beauty  stlU  la 
there  — 

State*  foil,  arts  fade,— hot  Nature  doth  not 
die." 

We  had  explored  every  nook  and  corner 
of  Venice,  sud  like  Byron  had  regretted 
and  wolulered  at  the  fallen  spleudor  which 
appeared  on  every  aide  ;  but  we  knew  that 
there  still  remained  the  real  charm,  which 
neither  time  nor  the  armies  of  whole  na¬ 
tions  can  ever  destroy.  Wi-  were  just  be¬ 
ginning  to  appreciate  Nature,  and  to  look 
on  ber  at  seen  in  Venice,  hut  not  those 
stately  piles,  which  arc  sure  to  disappoint 
if  considered  as  the  whole  of  this  ocean 
city,  and  only  the  lover  of  beauty  ;  ot  that 
highest  kind  ot  beauty.  Nature  can  ever 
know,  what  an  infinite  field  of  enjoyment 
there  is  at  the  footstool  of  the  Queen  of 
tho  Adriatic.  I  have  mef  people  here  w  ho 
were  disappointed,  and  th  y  had  my  sym¬ 
pathies  for  a  lack  of  appreciation.  It  must 
remembered  that  time  takes  the  gloss  off 
the  finest  marble  and  that  buildkgs  in 
the  course  of  centuries  begin  to  be  a  little 
shabby.  But  Nature,  the  next  substantial 
thing  to  admire  is  always  the  same. 

We  had  floated  and  drifted,  here  and 
there,  qH  the  Grand  Canal,  at  almost  every 
hour  if  the  twenty-four;  we  knew  how 
thwiudde  of  Venice  looked  from  morning 
Until  inMuiglit  ;  we  had  guzed  on  the  set¬ 
ting  sun  from  the  lofty  Campanile,  and 
bad  watched  its  course,  as  it  bade  ua  a 
reluctant  good  night,  until  it  waa  far  be¬ 
yond  the  horizon  ;  aud  with  only  the  moon 
to  light  ua  down  the  dreary  stair  caic,  and 
show  us  the  bronzed  features  of  our  gou- 
dolicr,  we  would  return  home  to  dream  of 
what  we  had  seen.  A  ftw  little  islande 
towards  the  sea  had  attracted  our  notice 
more  than  once,  first  liecaote  they  looked 
like  so  much  drift-wood,  idly  playing  on 
the  waves,  and  agtiu.  because  we  wanted 
something  a  little  out  of  the  beateu  track 
to  do,  and  in  in  our  search  for  novelties 
these  hsd  presented  themselves.  The  more 
we  saw  them,  the  mure  we  longed  to  be  on 
them,  and  know  something  ol  Ibeir  peo¬ 
ple.

On  one  side  the  eye 
met  nothing  but  the  Adriatic,  tranquil,  as 
waa  all  Nature  that  day,  ou  the  other,  was 
ti.e  pride  of  Italy,  riding  on  the  waves  and 
sparkling,  tike  a  diamond  bathing  in  the 
sun.  Above.  Ilk*’  a  'vautilul  canopy,  Was 
a  sky  so  rtcu  auU  beautiful,  that  none,  bat 
tbe  artist,  could  begin  to  picture  it  to  the 
eye.  Btepping  into  the  cloister  we  were 
met  by  the  porter,  (an  institution  that  every 
balding  haa  here.  1  think  tho  custom  is 
very  old,  lor  do  we  uot  read,  “To  trim  the 
porter  opanetli,”  and  even  back  in  the  old 
testament  we  find  ae  oral  allusions  to  him.”) 
After  making  known  cur  wants,  and  our 
language,  he  called  »no  of  ihe  monks  who' 
introduced  himself  as  Father  Matthew,  in 
very  good  English.  He  led  as  through  tbe 
long  cloister*  and  halls  rdking  very  intel¬ 
ligently  ami  interestingly  about  his  lovely 
home,  and  life  on  Ban  Lazzaro.  Tbe  con¬ 
vent  was  founded  in  1717  by  a  learned 
Armenian,  named  Mecliitar,  who  among 
hi*  own  people  is  thought  of,  as  Calvin  is 
by  us.  Baa  L-izx  ,ro  is  the  bead  of  the 
Church,  Here  the.r  priest*  are  educated,  and 
(together  with  another  institution  in  Vi¬ 
enna),  nearly  all  their  books  are  printed 
At  the- latter  city,  between  tbe  yeurs  1880 
and  1850,  444,487  velumca  wero  issued.  In 
this  one  convene,  where  there  are  only 
twenty  monks,  thirty- three  languages  are 
known  and  printed,  speaking  well  tor  their 
learning.  Their  religion  is  iu  form  quite 
like  the  Greek  Church,  or  botaccu  that 
and  the  Romish  ;  k^itlosni  U  not  en 
Coursged,  consequently  cloister  lile  it  not 
frequent (  their  religion  is  very  practical 
entering  into  their  every  day  life,  not 
merely  in  for  ns,  but  in  actions ;  their  liters 
Cure  ia  almost  all  of  a  religions  character, 
and  tlririr  cr.nvcrtation  abounds  «jri>  rrit 
giuua  references  and  expression*.  Th* 
Ooutrast  beeweeo  these  (Ingy.  and  the 
Italians  is  very  itriking,  their  whole  ap 
pcarance  denoting  character:  but  when 
witli  tli>-  others,  I  invaribly  ssy,  ‘  Satan, 
get  than  behind  ine."  There  reema  to  me 
to  be  ■  great  analogy  betwero  the  Artncni 
niant  and  Jew*.  Both  liars  lint  thetr 
countries  ;  on*  Is  about  aa  sectarian  a*  the 
other  ;  neither  are  ever  numbered  among 
tho  laboring  closais,  btft  are  generally  mer 
chant*  *nd  the  like;  thry  both  hold  the 
tradition*  and  laws  v«ry  tenaciously.  Bui 
taken  a*  a  whole,  the  Armenians  are  supe¬ 
rior  tothe  Jew*;  they  always  enjoy  n  high 
or  character  for  probity,  and  sre  intellect 
ually  more  advanced.  In  CnIrtilU,  When 
there  sre  many  of  them,  they  are  wry  op 
ulent  and  highly  res  ported,  which  could 


to  explain,  for  it  is  one  of  the  most  un 
musical  of  tongues,  us  well  ss  disagreeable. 
It  boasts  of  no  poetry,  and  I  doubt  if  u 
poetical  thought  could  l>e  expressed  in  it. 
Wu  also  found  "Uncle  Turn’s  Cabin’’  trans¬ 
lated  into  tbia  almost  unknown  language 
the  only  book  ot  it*  kind  that  they  have 
translated  fioiu  English  authors.  I  woo 
dcr  if  the  author  uf  that  book  evtr  thinks 
ot  its  great  influence,  which  aet-ms  almost 
boundlcs*.  If  she  had  done  for  Italy  what 
she  has  done  for  America,  her  tains  would 
be  like  that  of  Garabuldi. 

The  dining  room  ia  one  of  tbe  feature* 
of  this  establishment.

All  the  presses  and  material  were  of  Eng¬ 
lish  manufacture  Of  course  wo  had  to 
visit  ific  chapel,  where  our  guide  knelt  and 
prayod  for  a  sl)ort  time  before  showing  us 
s  few  pictures  that  wen  there.  We  saw 
Soiuo  of  the  clergy  in  their  officiating  robe* 
which,  like  Joseph’s  coat,  are  of  many  col¬ 
ors.  When  off  duty  they  wear  simply  a 
long  black  frock,  much  like  that  worn  by 
the  Romirii  Priests. 

Before  asying  “good  bye,”  we  took  a 
ramble  in  the  garden  *nd  plucked  some 
exquisite  flower*.  Wo  s.w  lieie  and  there 
iu  sumo  cozy  nook,  as  we  strolled  about,  a 
long  robed  monk  refreshing  himself  from 
his  day’s  labors,  and  enjoying  the  beauti¬ 
ful  adornoon.  I  noticed  one  venerable 
looking  fisthrr  paddling  with  hia  feet  in 
the  water,  with  his  loog  robes  girt  np  to 
Ilia  loins,  and  a  book  in  bii  baud  which  he 
was  reading  intently.
